E. Cleveland apartments 
lose subsidies, could close

Forest Hills Park Apart- 
ments was a “special build- 
ing” when Ronald Nunn 
moved into the 1940s-era 
housing complex in East 
Cleveland four years ago. 

Now the 174-unit prop- 
erty, a pair of eight-story 
towers linked by a parking 
garage, has lost much of its 
luster. And it’s facing the 
potential loss of many — if 
not all — of its tenants. 

On Oct. 9, the Cuyahoga 
Metropolitan Housing Au- 
thority notified residents 
who rely on federal housing 
choice vouchers that their 
rental subsidies will end 
this month. The agency said 
that the housing-assistance 
contract is being canceled 
because of the poor condi- 
tion of the property. 

The low-income, disabled 
and elderly tenants who rely 
on vouchers have been grap- 
pling with a choice: Find a 
new, program-approved 
place to live, fast. Or stay 
put, facing the prospect of

a substantial rent hike or 
betting that the building’s 
absentee landlord won’t ask 
for the cash. 

The exodus already has 
started. 

And the remaining ten- 
ants, including renters like 
Nunn, who pays the full, 
$695-a-month cost of the 
apartment he shares with 
his daughter, Destinee, ar- 
en’t certain whether they’ll 


be able to stay. 

There’s no staff or se- 
curity on site. Longtime 
residents who patrol the 
complex at night say they 
routinely encounter inter- 
lopers drinking alcohol in 
the halls or sleeping on ta- 
bles. And rumors are flying: 
that the utilities will be shut 
off.

Single-use bags 
Just part of issue 


A Q&A on bag fees, litter and plastic

Volunteers each year 
clean up hundreds of plas- 
tic bags from parks and 
beaches along Lake Erie, 
but how much do single-use 
plastic bags actually contrib- 
ute to the litter problem? 

Cuyahoga County Council 
is debating legislation that 
will place a 10-cent fee on 
both plastic and paper sin- 
gle-use bags, in hopes of 
cutting back on litter and 
keeping plastic particles out 
of waterways. 

Proponents say the fee 
will change behavior, shift- 
ing customers toward reus- 
able bags. 

But critics say the bag 
fee places unnecessary bur- 
dens on businesses and that 
it won’t truly affect litter, 
since bags make up a low 
percentage of found litter. 
Some say it will hurt Ohio’s 
small businesses. 


What percentage of Lake 


Erie’s litter is plastic 
bags? 

According to beach 
cleanup data from the Al- 
liance for the Great Lakes, 
plastic bags made up less 
than 1 percent of the litter 
found on Cuyahoga County 
beaches in 2016. The top 
plastic items were cigar tips 
and cigarette filters, which 
together make up more than 
30 percent of reported litter. 

Plastic fragments, which 
include pieces less than 2% 
centimeters, make up 30 
percent of the litter found 
on beaches. Remnants of 
plastic bags fit in this cat- 
egory. 


So why pay attention if 
so little litter is made up 
of plastic bags? 

It’s statistics like these 
that Philip Rozenski, policy 
chair for the American Pro- 
gressive Bag Alliance, say 
show that plastic bag bans 
aren’t grounded in reality.
